EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the Claims 

2. In Claim 1, line 6, after "sleeve ", -is longitudinally pivotally mounted -- has been 
inserted. 

3. The above change is made to put the claim in allowable condition. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance per MPEP 1302 

5. The claims in the application are deemed to be directed to a non-obvious 
improvement over the invention to Achten published in US patent publication number 

2005/0201879. 

6. Claim 1 comprises a machine having a cylinder drum with multiplicity of sleeves 
wherein each sleeve is longitudinally pivotally mounted. Achten'879 discloses a 
hydraulic machine comprising multiplicity of sleeves but the sleeves are meant for

clamping purposes and more importantly they are pivoted in swinging direction and not 
pivotally mounted longitudinally to allow the tilting movement of the sleeves in all 
directions. 

Thus In the examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to a person of ordinary 
skill in the art first to modify the cylinder sleeves by longitudinally pivotally mounting 
them to allow the tilting movement of the sleeves in all directions.
